Russian Reinforcements 

The Russians already ha sent 
from Kovno reinforcements for re- 
sisting these operations, the result of 
which must soon be apparent, 
Russians also are attempting to re- 
sist the Austro-German movement 
eastward {n Galicia, having 
up reinforcements from the Carpath 
fans for that punpose, Information 
rec ived here, however, indicates that 


the Russians are being swept along 
before the Teutonic allies, or else 
captured, as were the previous de- 


fenders of the Russian positions, 
Austrian reports state that there is 
in progress a general Russian retreat, 
extending from the positions to the 
south of Dukla Pass, in Hungary, 
where weeks ago the attacks upon an

may prove to be the most important 
of any thus far in the eastern cam- 
paign, 
First Class Performance, 

The operation of the Austro-German 
forces, which are now threatening the 
Russian lines between the Dunajec and 
Bjala rivers is regarded as u first-class 
performance from a German military 


standpoint, particularly as it is the 
result of a frontal attack against 
strongly fortified positions. The Aus- 
trians crossed the Dunajee near its 


With the Vistula, although 
the Kussians were strongly protected 
behind a dike on the eastern (bank. | 
The Austrians, behind a dike on the 
west shore, advanced pontoons by 
night, cutting through the dike and 
depositing the pontoons among high 
reeds along the shore. They refilled 
and re-odded the cut each night. In’ 
this way a sufficient number of pon- 
toons were Concealed in three nights 
for effecting a crossing of the river.

The <Austro-German attack near 
Gorlice is descnibed as an unparalleled 
artillery performance The Russians 
belléved their position to be absolutely 
impregnable. The artillery of the 
allies, from 42 centimetres down, 
so completely overwhelmed the Rus- 
sians, however, that the Austro-Ger- 
man bafantry was able to take the 
Opposing positions at the first rush, 

These operations were veiled by a 
heavy bombardment of the Russian 
positions along the Nida river last 
week, the Germans and Austrians 
meanwhile bringing up a powerful 
force, including an enormous amount 
of artillery, to the Dunajec, for the 
great rush eastward toward Lemberg. 

The Russians sul! hold one strong 
position on a range of hills more than 
1,000 feet high. near Tuchow, but this 
position is now threatened from both 
the north and the south. Artillery is 
already praparing the ground for an 
attempt by infantry to dislodge the 
Russians, 

Expect Big Kesults, 

In view of this situation, it is gener- 
ally bellevee in Berlin that the oper- 
ations {n Galicia during the next ten 
days will yield big results, 

The situation at Ypres, Belgium, 
where the Grand Duke of Wurtem- 
burg is commanding, is also consider- 
ed highly promising yr the Germans, 

It is believed here that the British 
and Freneh will hardly be able to hold 
the town of Ypres for another week. 
The Germans are said to have gained 
nearly three miles during the last few 
days, their opponents withdrawing 
steadily before the German hifantry 
and machine gun attacks, Advices 
from the Belgian front say that this 
retreat in places is a disorderly one, 
and that numerous dead or wounded 
soldiers are belng left on the ground,

MacKinnon entered into posses- 
sion of the premises and = sold the 
debtor's stock, and paid rent to the 
Theatre company for sometime under 
the lease. Subsequently he wrote 
stating that he would not make any 
further payments at all on account. 
of rent. The Theatre company, treat. 
ing this as a breach of the lease, com-. 
menced proceedings to recover from. ¢ 
him the difference between the rental 
as set out In the lease and the am- 
ount of rent at which they had been 
able to lease the premises to another 
person. At the time of the vom- 
mencement of the action there re- 
mained something over six months to 
of the term to run, The trial judge 
held that by the assignment of all the 
property of MeLachiin to MaeKin- 
non the latter had become responsi- 
ble under the convenant in the lease 
to pay rent and gave judgment 
against MacKinnon personally for 
$995.00. Ti was from this judgment 
that the assignee appealed, 

It was argued on behalf of MackKin- 
non that the cases upon which the 
judge had given his decision did not 
apply to the present instance, as they 
were based upon the common law lia- 
bility of an asvignee; whereus in the 
present instance MacKinnon had tak- 
en the property of the debtor only 
under the provisions of the Alberta 
Assignments Act. On these grounds 
it was urged that there could be no 
personal Hability on the part of an 
official aati ter of property in this 
province.

or high-class table use has resulted, 
n larce profits te potato producers in 
the dry ‘belt of BC, There is every 
reason ito believe that iby a system of 
co-operation among the farmers oc- 
cupying land so suitable to the produc- 
tion of high-class potatoes, as is the 
land in Stony Plain, and by producing 
in quantities, so that they can be 
shipped in car lots. that a wide mar- 
ket at exceHent prices can be secured 
for Stony Plain potatoes. There is 
just as much difference between the 
profit in raising potatoes for hog feed- 
ing and raising tham for high-class 
table use as there ia ibetween the 
production of butter for cooking pur- 
poses only and of high-class table but- 
ter, 

The agricultural department of the 
local government is continuing the 
course of experiments which [t began 
lacst year. Several different  varie- 
ties of potatoes are being distributed 
among the farmers for their cultiva- 
tion as a gpecial product and in the 
fall a notato fair will be held, as was 
done last year. at ‘which a compari- 
son will be made of the yield, appear- 
ance and cooking qualities of the var!- 
ous varietjes, The result of last 
year’s exfleriment seamed to indicate 
that the Wee McGregor was the best 
choice. It is felt, however. by tho 
department that it would tbe twell to 
carry the experiments over more than } 
one year, in order to settle more de- 
finitely the question of which variety 
is best suited to the conditions of pro- 
duction and the market it is pranosed 
to reach. 

The provincial agricultural depart- 
ment is ipaying special attention (to; 
potato growing and has recently — Is- 
sued a bulletin on’ the potato, which 
will be found to be of the greatest pos- 
sible use to potato producers through- 
out Atberta, It deals With the sub- 
jects of city markets, co-operation, 
cultivation ‘previous to and after plant- 
ing, varieties, improvement by selec- 
tion, potato diseases and how to ‘pre- 
vent them, as well as. a large amount 
of other. useful information. A 
colored plate, showing different forms 
of disease affecting potatoes, will be 
of the greatest possible use.
